Boiled mutton with parsley 
sauce 
Is a great: favorite with mutton lovers. 
Cook until tender, and serve with the 
following sauce: 
Melt 
two 
table- 
spoonfuls of batter or mutton fat, add 
two tabiospoonfuls of flour and cook 
for six minutes» stirring 
constantly. 
Then adi3 a cup of milk or the mut- 
ton broth, and cook until the liquid 
is thickened. 
Season with salt, and 
just before serving add the juice of 
half a lemon and a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsiley. 


Horee Radish Sauce—This is nice 
to serve with cold 
boiled 
mutton: 
Cook together two tablespoonfuls each 
of cracker crumbs, better or mutton 
fat; add a fourth of a cup of fresh- 
grated horse radish, a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a cup of milk. 
Cook 
for twenty minutes before the horse- 
radish is added. 
Serve hot or cold. 


Roast Leg of Mutton—Sprinkle the 
meat with salt and pepper and place 
upon the roasting rack, dredge with 
flour and bake in a hot oven, basting 
frequently; allow ten to 
fifteen 
min- 
utes to the pound, depending upon the 
taste of those served, as some like 
mutton underdone. 
In making 
the 
gravy for roast mutton, allow two ta- 
blespoonfuls of fat for each cup of 
gravy desired, pouring off any excesft 
of this amount. 
To the fat add three 
tablespoQ-nfuls of flour and cook thor- 
oughly to brown; add boilinfe water 
and stir constantly, season with salt 
and pepper. 
If the 
flour 
is 
not 
browned equal parts of fat and 
flour 
are sufficient for thickening. 


Many like a jelly made by adding a 
glass of currant jelly, or less, to each 
cup of the brown gravy. 
This is espe- 
cially good when cold mutton is to be 
warmed up in it. 


Mint Sauce.—Chop a fourth of a cup 
of fresh mint, add a tablespoonful of 
powdered! sugar and a half cup of hot 
vinegar, a half 
teaspoonful of 
salt. 
Let it stand in a warm place to draw 
out the flavor of the mint. 
Mint jelly 
may be made by using gelatin to stif- 
fen it.

FRESH VEGETABLES. 


During the early summer vegetables 
are the much relished food; 
meats 
have their place, but the vegetables, 
with their mineral salts, are needed 
in the body to restore the blood and 
purify it. 


Bermuda 
Onions.—Peel 
uniform 
sized onions and boil for half an hour 
in water to cover. 
Drain, rinse in cold 
water, remove the centers, which may 
be preserved to serve the following 
day in a white sauce. 
Season 
finely 
chopped cooked 
veal with a bit of 
green pepper, mix with buttered bread 
crumbs and stuff the onion cases. 
Set 
the onion in a buttered balling dish 
and pour around a cup or two of veal 
broth, 
with 
a tablespoonful of 
but- 
ter and a teaspoonful of kitchen bou- 
quet. 
Paste and cook three-quarters 
of an hour. 


Cauliflower which has been cooked 
until tender, separated into 
flowerets, 
then dipped in a fritter batter 
and 
fried are delicious served with a meat 
course. 


Mushrooms.—The 
delicious 
field 
n^ushrooms are now in the market or 
may be gathered by one who has the 
knowledge of the edible varieties. 
In 
gathering mushrooms a "little knowl- 
edge is a dangerous thing/' so one 
should be sure before going 
ahead. 
The fresh mushroom is especially &G- 
licious broiled. 
Peel 
the 
caps 
and 
then put a bit of butter in each, sea- 
sor- with salt and serve piping hot. 


Mushrooms are also most 
appetiz- 
ing cooked in a little butter and then 
a thin sauce of cream added. 


Swiss 
Chard.—This 
delicate 
and 
succulent vegetable green is not well 
enough 
known. 
It 
belongs 
to 
the 
green family and 
is most 
delicious 
when cooked until tender in boiling 
water, drained and seasoned with but- 
ter, pepper and salt. 
The addition of 
a little lemon juice or vinegar is an 
improvement. 


New beets aré cooked yntil tender 
then chopped and seasoned with but- 
ter, pepper and salt and a touch of 
lemon juice.

An urgent call in Labrador means 
not only inconvenience and hardship 
to the doctor and his sledge drivers, 
but actual danger.

one ever flinches from his duty.

On a bitterly cold and stormy night 
the message came from the mission- 
ary at Hebron, 71 miles away: 
'Come, 
my people are dying,'' 
It was an ur- 
gent call and there must be no delay. 
Quickly the dogs were harnessed to 
the sledge, the Eskimo drivers were 
in place; everything was ready. 


It 
was 
pitchy 
black 
^vhon 
started. 
A raw air came 
moaning 
from the east; it chilled us through 
our sealskins and made our 
cheeks 
and 
noses ache. 
When 
I tried 
to 
warm my stiffening toes by an occa- 
sional trot alongside the sledge 1 kept 
stumbling over jagged points of ice 
until one of the men shouted: 
**Sit 
still, or we shall be losing you!" 


After that I sat still and hoped for 
morning. 
For two solid hours 
the 
agony went on, and then a faint glim- 
mer of gray began to show in 
the 
east; it changed to a dull red, sullen 
and lurid in the morning haze, and we 
began 
to 
see 
the 
wide 
stretch 
of 
white ice beside us, and/a black and 
awful sea ahead of us. 
The ice in the 
bay had broken with the storm! 


"There is no road," the men said; 
"the ice is all broken there round the 
headland. 
Let us turn homeward." 


"I know a track over the headland." 
said Johannes. 
"Let me see if-we can 
do it." 


He walked along the ice at the foot 
of the rocks, now standing for a mo- 
ment. now running a few steps; 
he 
came back presently and said: 
"We 
can do it." 


I think that of all my memories of 
Labrador, the most vivid is the mem- 
ory of that race along the fringe of 
ice at the foot of the cliffs. 
On the 
left the wall of rock rose steep; on 
the right the black water churned and 
tumbled and ground the 
floating 
ice- 
pans together; beneath us the thick 
sea ice rocked and heaved, and here 
and there the water came 
swirling 
through. 


"Sit 
tight, sit 
tight!" 
said 
the 
drivers, and there 
we sat, 
bowling 
along over the heavy ice. 
Sometimes 
one of the men pushed out a leg to 
guide the sledge around a bend, or 
to check its speed. 
At the 
place 
where the guide le^ us to the head- 
land the Ice was broken away from 
the rock, and was rising and falling 
with the swell. 
One moment it came 
groaning up to the level of the land; 
the next it sank away again. 
The 
dogs went scrambling over, glad to 
get on to something firm; but the driv- 
ers held the sledge back until the ice 
began to rise, and then with a yell 
they started 
the dogs 
again, 
and 
bumped across the crack just as it 
came up level. 
A second too soon or 
too late would have meant smashing 
the front of the sledge to splinters. 


Finally, in the dark of night, we 
got to Hebton—71 miles over sea ice 
and snow-t;overed hills.—"Among the

uncle of William l.eslie Taylor, has re- 
ceived a letter referring to the experi- 
ence of young Taylor and Guy Bjorge 
of Dulutli in the jungles of the interior 
of Venezuela while on a prospecting 
tour for a New York corporation. Both 
had been reported captured by the In- 
dians. 
Under date of El Guyabo, Feb- 
ruary 26. Mr. Taylor writes: 


"That eventful Monday the 
guide, 
one man, Bjorge and I left camp 
as 
usual at 7:30 and started on a trail 
west on a two-day trip to 
the \ river 
Tarra. 
The men had been working on 
a trail and had it cut about four kilos 
from the camp. 
When they got to the 
end of. it they left our packs contain- 
ing blankets and grub and began cut- 
ting ahead. 
Guy and I worked along 
behind them, looking for outcrops. 
1 
got to the packs first, as Guy was feel- 
ing ill. I built a fire and started down 
a dry canyon looking for water. 


"I had gone about 200 yards when I 
saw ahead of me a large heap of mon- 
keys on the ground» some 
of 
them 
dead. 


"What first attracted my attention 
was one waving an arm in the air. Nat- 
urally I began to take notice, and saw 
ahead of me five Indians at a water 
hole in the canyon. 


"They were about sixty feet away 
and immediately began shooting 
at 
me; but they had only bows and ar- 
rows, so I had a bit of advantage and 
made good use of my heels. 
However, 
they soon got closer than'was comfort- 
able, end when an arrow lifted my hat 
I began using my Colt. 
I 
shot 
the 
nearest one» about fifteen feet away, 
enable me to get to the packs where 
I had left the Winchester. 


"I began yelling for Guy 
^nd 
for 
Adolph and Manuel, who were cutting 
the trail ahead unarmed, as 
I 
was 
afraid the rest of the band might get 


"I Shot the Nearest One." 


and the others stopped long enough to 
them. 
When the Indians saw our fire 
and heard the yelling they evidently 
thought there were many men in the 
vicinity, and being 
much 
afraid of 
guns, especially repeaters, they stop- 
ped. Needless to say v/e did not waste 
any time getting to camp, where we 
grabbed our maps and notes and beat 
it for town. 
We had to sleep in the 
woods one night and arrived at El Guy- 
abo yesterday, safe and sound, 
I am 
going to Encoutrados to send 
cable- 
grams, but no more Indian country for 
either of us."

Baltimore,—Recent Investigations In 
tho laboratories of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical school seem to indicate a state 
Intermedíate between life and death, 
since life in many organisms may be 
suspended by freezing in liquid air and 
by other processes and then may bo 
resuscitated. 


Bacteria, the lowest plant organisms, 
havo 
enormous 
powers 
of 
resisting 
death. 
Bacteria of various 
diseases 
are seen In tho laboratory frozen In 
liquid air at a temperature of 300 de- 
grees F. 


There are Instances of the lives of 
frogs, rats, snails and fish being sus- 
pended Oy this freezing process, yet on 
being "thawed out" after ijoveral weeks 
they revive. 


These animals are perfectly normal 
when placed in a refrigerating Jar fill- 
ed with liquid air at a certain tempem- 
ture. 
After a short time the animals 
appear lifeless. 
A month later they 
are removed and on being massaged 
show signs of life, often reviving com- 
pletely. 


Recently 
successful 
efforts 
wero 
made In the medical school to revivo 
tho apparently dead heart of an ani- 
mal. 
As explained by Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel, who «recently lectured before tho 
student body here. In about five cases 
out of ten the heart of a chicken took 
on renewed energy several hours after 
death. 
Immediately after death the 
heart was frozen and preserved.

few hours later It was resuscitated by 
massage.
